Washington—Woodrow Wilson, in the course of his speaking cam- 


paign of September, 1919, on behalf of i^ie League of Nations, seasoned 
his remarks with some paragraphs which today are of more interest than 
they were then. Mr. Wilson, of course, had a dreamy faith in 
the 


pledges of nations and the efficacy of scorn, and his exhortations all rang 


with a rather querulous anger at those skeptical men 
who did not share his confidence and would not com- 
mit the United States to the responsibilities which 
he would have had the nation assume. The wisdom 
or folly of his proposals can only be debated, never 
determined, but they were rejected by the people to

It 
knows the limitations upon any conquest 
in this Western Hemisphere far more than 
the gentlemen m the East who throw up 
their hands in hysteria. 


Mr. Roosevelt's recent address con- 


tained some very foolish implications. He 
sought to give the American people the 
idea that they were in imminent danger 
of invasion from the air. Militarily a 
bombing raid is of no value whatever un- 
less the confusion which follows it may 
be wrought into advantage by an infantry 
attack. An airplane is not a self-con- 
tained military weapon. It is an auxiliary 
arm employed to prepare the way for 
invasion by other means. 


No foreign power would think of di- 


iccting an air attack against the United 
States unless it was capable of following 
such attack by a land attack.

The case of Leo Vitala is only one of 


many thousands in this country as it barges 
along on its way of spineless justice. 


Vitala is a Chicago bootlegger, former

In a recent trial at Chicago Vitala dem- 


onstrated how for eighteen years he had 
made lots of money along criminal paths 
and that when federal agents destroyed 
his stills he even went on public relief 
in an angry moment at the government. 


But finally came the day when the 


FBI and the federal courts caught up with 
Vitala which means that he stood before 
the federal judge convicted of a whole 
array of offenses, a little distuibed at pos- 
sibilities but still smiling because he was 
pretty sure that America was a dumb 
mutt. Before the judge were facts and evi- 
dence. Vitala did not deny that for 18 long 
years he had been a professional criminal 
excepting for those periods when he was 
serving time, and since his political pull 
was good those periods had been small. 
In fact Vitala was indicted for committing 
one of his crimes while he was actually in 
prison. 
That offense consisted of con- 


spiring with others to carry on the gang's 
criminal activities even while the leader 
was in a cell. There was plenty of evi- 
dence that Vitala was proud of his record 
and often boasted of his ability to evade 
the law. 
The federal judge said in sen- 


tencing him: 


"This defendant has been a liabil- 


ity and abused the hospitality and 
privileges of a government which har- 
bored and protected him. In short 
his hand has been against the gov- 
ernment. His record indicates that he 
is a confirmed hoodlum." 
But, of course, the judge could not 


issue an order of deportation much as he 
would like to have done so. 


Deportation under our law is a politi- 


cal weapon. No one has that right except

Although Roosevelt did not go into details, 


the bulk of the money is intended for aerial 
defenses—fighting planes as well as anti-air- 
craft weapons.

GAMBLING 


Askansas, like Florida, Indiana and 


California, has a Janus-faced policy in re- 
spect to gambling. 


It doesn't want its own people to gam- 


ble but as far as visitors are concerned, 
and particularly at a great resort like 
Hot Springs, their foibles are overlooked. 


But recently the supreme court of that 


state was staggered by a knotty problem. 
A man who had gambled and lost took 
violent hold upon the mart who had gam- 
bled and won, and filched from him the 
wad of bills of which he had been de- 
spoiled. The one so unceremoniously at- 
tacked had the other arrested for rob- 
bery. And the supreme court came to the 
conclusion that the arrest was for the 
wrong offense. 
An arrest might lie, it 


said, for assault and battery but not for 
robbery. The winner had no right to win 
under the law, said the court. The loser, 
under the same law, had a right to sue 
for what he had lost. 
How, therefore, 


could it be said that in repossessing him- 
self of the property to which he was en- 
titled he had taken by violence some- 
thing properly in another's custody? 


It is all very interesting and complex. 


But an information service is at fault 
which doesn't inform us the nature of the 
game and what charge of slippery action 
induced the loser to tear the winner's 
pocket open. The general public is en- 
titled to know whether tins was draw 
poker, stud, bridge, a rolling of the dice, 
or a bet on the nags. For the general 
public,—despite any and all laws,—wants 
to keep abreast of all the new tricks and 
claimed tricks of the moss-covered pro- 
fession that still insists you can get some- 
thing for nothing.

LATIN AMERICAN CRITICISM 


Last summer, just before congress adjourn- 


ed, when the bill was about to come up in the 
senate, Senator Vandenberg objected. He even 
threatened to filibuster if the administration 
tried to pass the bill. So the senate adjourn- 
ed. 


At this session, the Pan-American defense 


bill is on the senate unanimous consent calen- 
dar. And every time it comes up, Vandenberg 
objects. 


Meanwhile Latin American nations, not un- 


derstanding the American parliamentary sys- 
tem by which one man sometimes can thwart 
the rest of congress, criticize the United States 
for talking western hemisphere defense but 
giving absolutely no cooperation toward it. 


Note—The senate foreign relations commit- 


tee also has buried the 
Argentine sanitary 


convention which permits the entry of dressed 
lamb from Patagonia, the Antarctic end of Ar- 
gentina, where hoof and mouth disease does 
not exist.

The committee stated that "due to 
lack of United States naval bases in this area, a war in the Far East 
could be undertaken only in conjunction with Great Britain, France and 
Holland."

GAME MOTOR MORTALITY 


TABLES

AME destruction is chiefly laid 
to hunters and their annual 
firing squads or to natural 


•enemies of the game destroyed, but 
another important factor of great 
danger to wild animals has come 
with the building of our numerous 
highroads through wild game ter- 
ritory. 


One table of destruction which 


xecently came to my attention illus- 
trates the fact that motorists have a 
definite problem if they are not to 
destroy many of our animals and 
game birds. Some of the wild crea- 
tures are quite able to take care of 
themselves but from the statistics 
there are many others which we 
value which are annually victims 
Of drivers. 


Quail and pheasants seem to be 


able to avoid traffic troubles. Out of 
a test of 47,000 quail seen 
along 


roads by motorists only 169 were 
dead, and of 5,724 pheasants only 
sixty-four were slauhgtered by mo- 
tor cars. 


On the other hand the wild ani- 


mals are not so safe. 
The rabbit 


tribe was victimized to the extent of 
6,989 dead out of 45,204 that were 
seen along highways. That means a 
per cent of fifteen were not quick 
enough to avoid being hit. 


Of 7,526 squirrels seen along the 


roads there were 765 dead or a per 
cent of ten. This means that when a 
driver sights a rabbit or a squirrel 
on the road he will be doing the 
conservative thing if he slows down 
to avoid confusing the animal and 
ending up by killing it. 


Opossums seem to be more be- 


wildered than any other animals 
except the skunks. The latter had 
the amazing total of 190 dead out of 
227 seen or eighty-four per cent. No 
one likes to hit a skunk for obvious 
reasons other than the humanitarian 
ones, so be careful when a skunk 
crosses your roadway and you won't 
be sorry. Of the 280 opposums seen, 
sixty-four were dead for a relative- 
ly high per cent of twenty-three.

There are enough hazards from 


natural enemies and from the fall 
hunting parties without having mo- 
torists further victimize our wild 
life. When in game and game bird 
territory have your car under con- 
trol so that you can avoid adding 
to the wild life dead.
